Meanwhile the doctors and attendants 
at the Hospital were wondering whose 
boy he was and how so pretty a boy 
came to be so drunk. 

At last the boy recovered and told 
that he was Tommy Tucker and that he 
lived with his mother and three sisters 
at 2982 Caroline street. They were noti- 
fied and, when they went to the Hospi- 
tal, they almost smothered Tommy with 
kisses. 

It developed that Tommy is the pet 
of his three sisters, who work down- 
town and who take up a_ collection 
among themselves each Sunday ot send 
Tommy to the theater. He never misses 
his Sunday matinee. Last Sunday his 
sisters dressed him as usual, placed in 
his hand the money for his theater seat, 
kissed him good-by and sent him on his 
Way. 

“Makes You Feel Great.” 

Not far from home Tommy met Willie 
Hennessy, 12 years old, and he suggest- 
ed that instead of going to the theater, 
they buy some whisky. 

"It makes you feel great,’ said Wilfie, 
and in some way they got enough whis- 
ky to almost kill Tommy when he 
drank it.

In the United States District Court 
Tuesday Lewis Aaron was ordered 
committed to Jail by Judge Dyer un- 


til a fine of $250 and costs imposed 
by United States District Judge Rodg- 
ers in 1904 for vidlation ‘of an in- 
junction against the sale of “scalper” 
railroad tickets is paid.

WHITE SLAVE TRAFFICKER FINED 
$2500, IMPRISONED 2 YEARS 


Court Refuses to Inflict Extreme 
Penalty, Doubting Basis of 


Prosecution. 
CHICAGO, Oct. 27.—A stunning blow 


was delivered to the “White Slave 
Traffic’ in Chicago yesterday by the 
Federal Government when Judge Bethea 
imposei a fine of $2500 on Joseph Ochs- 
ner and sentenced him to serve two 
years in the Government Penitentiary 
at Leavenworth. 

Ochsner was found guilty on a charge 
of harboring Mary Schulkraft, an alien 
woman, for immoral purposes in vio- 
lation of the immigration laws.

As Governor, Stone called a special 
session of the Legislature to consider a 
fellow servant law in the interest of 75,- 
000 railroad employes and then wrote a 
letter to State Senator Ballard express- 
ing contempt for fellow servant legisla- 
tion. 

He .formed a political partnership with 
.Col. Willlam H. Phelps, chief legisla- 
tive agent of the Gould railroad inter- 
ests in Missouri and through him at- 
tempted to dictate the appointment of 
Benate committees. : 

Liquor Regulation Lax. 

His police and excise commissioners in 
St. Leuis failed to exercise proper super- 
“vision over the liquor traffic and per- 
mitted wineroems, the “all night” sa- 
loons and ether evils that have been 
eradicated by the present State admin- 
istratien. 

- Col. Phelps conceived the idea of hav- 
ing an Excise Commissioner for St. 
Louis—not to bring about more stringent 
regulation ef the saloon, but to 
Stone's political machine.

recommendation that the Commissioner 
be paid a salary of $5000 a year. 
Sold His Influence. 

While serving as vice-chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, Stone 
sold his political influence to various 
corporations. 

In his capacity as attorney for the 
$20,000,000 Baking Powder Trust, he or- 
ganized a mythical health society to 
conceal the real character of his em- 
ployment. 

In their efforts to prevent the repeal 
of the trust-promoting law, the agents 
of the Baking Powder Trust bribed 
members of the State Legislature and 
caused the most disgraceful boodle scan- 
dal in the “history of Missouri. 

The head and front of the legislative 
boodle combine was John A. Lee, who 
received his first political appointment 
as Police Commissioner of St. Louis 
from Gov. Stone. 

Stone’s friends supported Lee for the 
nomination for Lieutenant-Governor 
over Capt. John W. Farris of Lébanon, 
one of William J. Bryan's original Mis- 
souri supporters. 

Kelley Used Stone. 

Daniel J. Kelley, legislative agent of 
the Baking Powder Trtst, who fled to 
Canada following an indictment returned 
against him for bribery in connection 
with the baking powder scandal, worked 
directly through John A. Lee and Wil- 
liam J. Stone. 

Stone was employed by Kelley to write 
&@ pamphlet on alum as a poison, for 
which Kelley paid him a handsome fee. 

In the trial of State. Senator Frank 
Farris, the complete correspondence be- 
tween Daniel J. Kelley and John A, Lee 
concerning the baking powder legisla- 
tion, was brought to light by Farris’ at- 
torneys. 

The letters read at the trial were sent 
to Farris by Kelley, who became an- 
gered at Lee for “turning up” himself 
and his (Lee’s) legislative comrades. 

Trust Fighting Independents. 

The Trust was endeavoring to prevent 
the repeal of the law which prevented 
the use of alum in baking powder, the 
Trust using cream of tartar as its chief 
ingredient. 

Independent manufacturers, who sold 
a cheaper grade of baking powder, used 
alum. 

In a letter written to Kelley Nov. 26, 
1901, Lee told of 4 bill Stone proposed 
to introduce to quiet the friends of re- 
peal legislation. 

“It seems,” wrote Lee, “that ~ he 
(Stone) has an opportunity to appear 
before the committee and talk on the 
Kentucky bill especially and have his 
address printed and circulated among 
the legislators and senators. 

“IT also find that Senator Haynes of 
St. Joseph, Mo., introduced a bill in the 
Senate on Thursday last which is an 
exact copy almost of Lighttholder’s bill 
in the House. It has been read the first 
time and printed and on Monday will 
be read the second time and referred to 
the Committee on Eleemosynary Insti- 
tutions and Public Health under the 
rules by me.” 

Stone Objected to Letters, 

A postscript to the above letter redd: 
“Stone does not appear to like the idea 
of my writing you direct, therefore do 
not mention it to him.”’ 

Under date of Jan. 28, 1901, Lee wrote 
to Kelley as follows: 

‘Friend Kelley—I have your recent 
favor. There is going to be a fight. I 
will see W. and give him assurances. 
I will see P., who will be here, and 
secure his assistance. 

“S. (Stone) does not appear to be mov- 
ing; have not heard anything from him 
for some time.”’ 

Under date of April 4, 1902, Lee wrote 
te Kelley as follows:

The baking powder exposures fol- 
lowed soon after Stone’s election to the 
Senate. Many Democratic legislators, 
among them James H. Whitecotton, 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, declared they would not have 
voted for Stone had they known of his 
connection with that State-wide scan- 
dal. 

Lobbyist for Tractions. 


In 1898 Senator Stone lobbied privately 
among members of the State Board of 
Equalization to prevent an increase in 
the assessment of St. Louis street rail- 
way companies. 

To Attorney-General Crow he present- 
ed an exhaustive legal argument, con- 
tending that it was not within the pow 
er of the Board, under the statutes, to 
tax franchise property. 

He argued that a special law provid- 
ing for franchise taxation would be 
necessary to enable the Board to assess 
franchises. 

To Gov. Stephens he argued against 
the increase on the ground of party pol- 
ity and political expediency. He urged 
that it would be unwise to alienate the 
corporate interests because it would 
endanger the party’s success in the na- 
tion and State. 

Crow and Stephens were the minority 
mémbers of the Board holding out for 
the proposed increase. 


Brought Tobcco Suit. 


In the name of the State and with the 
consent of the Attorney-General, he 
brought suit under the anti-trust law 
against the Continental Tobacco Co., 
but when his St. Louis friends sold 
out at a high price he dropped the suit. 

E. C. Crow, Attorney-General at the 
time these proceedings were brought, in 
1898, was compelled to abandcn the anti- 
trust proceedings because Stone and 
his ally, Col. Moses C. Wetmore then 
president of the Liggett & Meyer To- 
bacco Co., failed to produce the evi- 
dence they had promised. 

Subsequent to the filing of the suit, 
Col. Wetmore, who had employed Stone 
as his attorney, sold his holdings to the 
trust at an enormous price. 

Stone publicly denounced the Book 
Trust and then induced Gov. Stephens 
to appoint a friend on the State Book 
Commission. Subsequently, for a large 
fee, he obtained a contract for a book 
concern in the trust. 


Name Used in Gold Scheme. 
Senator Stone lent his name to the 


prospectus of the Nome Gold Mining 
and Dredging Co., an Alaskan mining 
scheme, promising 200 per cent divi- 
dends to purchasers of stock. 

The company has not earned any sub- 
stantial dividends ¢or stockholders dur- 
ing its 18 months’ existence. 

At the 1899 session of the State Legis- 
lature Stone lobbied against a bill to 
levy a tax on beer to raise needed rev- 
enue for the State. 

Despite his efforts and powerful influ- 
ence, the bill was passed, and today 
the law is yielding the State an an- 
nual revenue of $360,000. 

That Senator Stone used his political 
influence to induce the public service 
corporations to invest in the Kansas 
City Times when it was purchased in 
1899 and made the personal organ of 
Stone and the official organ of the cor- 
porations, is shown by the records in 
the suit of the Senator against Judge 
George L. Chrisman of Kansas City to

Record Like Foraker’s, 
Senator Stone’s record in this case 
closely parallels that of Senator Foraker 
in Chio, who induced the Standard Oil 
Co. to subscribe $50,000 to a newspaper 
enterprise so that both Senator Foraker 
and the Standard Oil Co. could -have 
a friendly paper. The Foraker deal was 
not carried out, but Stone’s was. 
Senator Stone’s connection with the, 
corporations in the Times deal was re- 
vealed in the testimony of his lifelong 
friend, H. J. Groves, late editor of the

Opposed River Appropriation, 

May 7, 1888, he voted against the gen- 
eral river and harbor appropriation bill, 
which provided $709,000 for the improye- 
ment of the Missouri River. 

Stone was the leader of the old Demo- 
cratic State machine which fought Gov. 
Folk’s reform policies and tried to de- 
feat his candidacy for Governor. 


In the Caldwell case testimony was} 


brought out showing that a contribu- 
tion from railroad corporations given 
through Col. Phelps. the railroad lobby- 
ist, was credited to Sam Cook, chair- 
man of the Democratic State Commit- 
tee. 

On the witness stand, Ed Orear, treas- 
urer of the committee, testified that the 
Phelps contribution was credited to 
Cook on the advice of Stone, who said 
it would not look well for the party to 
receive contributions from Phelps and 
the railroads.

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M’CLURE DID NOT RESPOND 
IN TRIAL FOR EMBEZZLEMENT 


Bondsmen Have -60 Days to Find 
Missing Man or Show That 
He Is Dead. i 


Jacob Wesley McClure’s bondsmen 
have 60 days in which to learn whether 
he has carried out the threat of suicide 
made in letters to his wife and his bro- 
ther. 

As was anticipated, McClure did not 
appear when the embezzlement case 
against him was called .Tuesday in the 
Court of Criminal Correction. Judge 
Taylor declared his. $3000 bond forfeited, 
and certified the forfeiture to the Crim- 
inal Court for judgment. This will re- 
sult in a stay of execution for two 
months or longer. 

If McClure is found, alive or dead, in 
the meantime, the bondsmen, Sam Wetis- 
man and Chris Schawacker, will be re- 
leased from their obligation. 

McClure’s accusers are his former em- 
ployers, the St. Louis representatives of 
the Singer Sewing Machine Co. He left 
St. Louis last June, and was arrested in 
August in El Paso, Tex., being identi- 
fied by his gold teeth.

E. McClure, and Otto F. Karbe, one of 
his lawyers, told Judge Taylor Tuesday 
that oe. aves he had ended his life.

Humor Better Weapon 
Than Pistol or Club. 








IS APPEAL TO VANITY 





Says Opportunities for Laugh- 
ter Should Not Be Over- 
looked at Any Time.

If you are attacked by a highwayman 
and he shoves the barrel of a revolver 
in your face, don’t threw a fit. Don't 
cringe and shiver and do a rattling-bone 
solo with your knee joints. 

Just spring ene of your funniest jokes 
on the robber. 

That was the advice given by Prof. 
William Norman Guthrie of the Uni- 
versity ef the 
South, in an ad- 
dress before the 
St. Louis Society 
of Pedagogy Mon- 
day afternoon, 

No knight of the 
froad would ever 
stake any valuables 
from the profes- 
sor. 

Not much. 

Just as the muz- 
zle of the robber’s 
weapon was caus- 
ing’ that funny 
feeling which is 
experien¢ed when 
such an object is 
held very close to 
i the bridge of the 

nose, the professor 

would grin and 
say: 

“Honest, Mr. Hearst, I haven’t any 
Standard Oil letters. You have wayluid 
the wrong man.”’ 


Dreps Weapons toe Hold Sides. 
How could the robber resist a classic 


joke like that? He would burst out 
laughing. He would drop the revelver, 
the better to hold his sides to prevent 
them frem splitting, and the smiling 
professor would walk away. 

Or suppose that the professor were to 
be set upen by a man with a club. 
Just as the big stick was abeut to 
descend on his head a roguish smile 
would light up ‘his eyes and he would 
shake a warning finger at his assailant, 
saying: 

“Now, you run away, Mr. Hannegan. 
I really can’t permit you to materialize 
a bump on my head. Go practice your 
arts on some more willing subject." 

Of course the club wouldn’t fall. 

“Gee,” he would cackle, “I'm up 
against Lew Dockstader,”’ and he would 
hand the prefessor $1.50, saying: ‘‘Here’s 
the price, Lew, crack some more jokes.” 

Make Appeal to Vanity. 
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That is Prof. Guthrie’s philosophy of 


self-defense. 

“If yeu are about to be attacked, shy 
he said to the* 
pedagogues, ‘‘just 
make an appeal 
to the other 
man’s vanity by 
using your wit 
and you will es- 
cape unharmed."’ 





_Another one of 

his principles .is 

this: If you see 

anything funny 

eccur to anybody 

else, laugh right 

out loud. It will 

cheer up the 

other fellow and 

make him forget 

his troubles. i 

But don't laugh if the ether man is 
hurt. That, the professor ‘bays, ig cyni- 
cism, not’ true humor. 

For instance, you see a man slip on 
a banana peel and fall down. 

Wait until you are sure that nothing 
is fractured, then laugh, ha, ha. 


Much of Twain’s Stuff Rot. 


No, the man.who fell down will not 
jump up and try to blacken your eye. 
He will catch the humor of the situation 
and laugh with you, the professor says. 

“Mark Twain’ westionably has geni- 
us and has’ made ‘mary: pérsons laugh,”’ 
said Prof. Guthrie, ‘but a great deal of 
his stuff is rot. Just compare him with 
Alphonse Daudet, the French novelist, 
who, thoagh one of the funniest of 
writers, retained the natural refinement 
of his language in his writings. 

“Many of the so-called comic’ maga- 
zines are not funny, but are vulgar and 
indecent. It actually médkes me sick 
when I see one of them. Much of Mark 
Twain's stuff is of this order. He is 
@ funny man, but by no means a model 
for those who Would cultivate the true 
science of Humor, which must always 
be without “ sting. . ;
